Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following infomnalities: Title of 
invention contradicts the claimed invention. 
Appropriate correction Is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 2,4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
Regarding claim 2. 

Claim is not bound to any limitation or external detemiination as, it is characterized by 
an infinite number. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "said upper surface" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "said lower cladding layer and said upper cladding 
layer" in lines 1 and 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation In the 
clairh. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

Claims 1,3 5,7 ond 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kondo (PN 5.572.539). 

In figure 5 Kondo illustrates a semiconductor laser having a lower cladding layer 
(12), a lower light guide layer (13). an active layer (14), an upper light layer (15) and 
current confinement layer (21 ). Where the upper light layer has a smaller thickness than 
lower light layer and current confinement layer Is formed above the upper light layer, as 
described in column 3,5 and table 2.
